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RECENTLY I have had a number of our 
good brethren come to the office asking about 
misinformation they have been given. There are in- 
quiries also in some of the correspondence that I re- 
ceive, so I am taking this means of answering these 
questions and trust it will help to correct this mis- 
information. 


FOR THE PAST SEVERAL YEARS it has 
been, and is, and will continue to be, as far as I know, 
the policy of the Foreign Missions Board and Depart- 
ment to send any and all designated funds to the 
place or places to which they are designated, over and 
above the regular monthly allotment. 


If John Doe were under Board appointment as a 
missionary in Australia, in accordance with the mis- 
sions policy he would be receiving $140 a month salary 
for himself and his wife, and let us say, $50 a month 
for travel and $10 per month for office expense 
(a total of $200 per month) as guaranteed by the 
Missions Department, payable on the twenty-sixth day 
of each month. If you as an individual, a church 
auxiliary, or a local church, decided that you wanted 
to send Brother Doe a gift of $100, you would send it 
to the Church of God Foreign Missions Department, 
1080 Montgomery Avenue, Cleveland, Tennessee. The 
question involved is this: Would he or would he not 
receive the $100 over and above his regular $200 allot- 
ment? The answer is: He would get $300 that parti- 
cular month. This is the case in every instance and 
it has been the policy for several years. I REPEAT IN 
AS SIMPLE TERMS AS POSSIBLE, THAT THE MIS— 
SIONARY RECEIVES ANY LOVE GIFT OR GIFTS 
THAT ANYONE WISHES TO SEND HIM OVER 
AND ABOVE THE REGULAR ALLOTMENT IN EVERY 
INSTANCE. What is more, this Department even pays 
for the processing of this service. We pay for the 
cashier’s check or the money order, for the time that 
is involved, for the stamps and any other current costs 
that might be involved, and still they receive it over 
and above their allotment, one hundred cents on a 
dollar. No other explanation is acceptable, for this 
is the policy.

a Message 
from the Editor 


"THERE MAY BE A DIVERSION of desig- 
nated funds, but in that case it will always be with 
the consent of the donor. NOTE: If a donor were to 
send the Department $300 or $500 for a church build- 
ing in a certain area and the Department realized 
that there was a greater need in some other area 
and felt that the contribution would be of greater 
value in the other location, we would then write 
the donor, give him full particulars, and ask for 
his consent for us to divert the designation to another 
field. May I say, in every instance this has been done, 
and we have received most gracious cooperation. Let- 
ters have come to us stating: “We know that you 
realize where the need is greater, and by all means 
put it where that need is, and you may expect us to 
send more when the Lord opens the way.” Without 
the consent of the donor of designated funds, no 
money is ever appropriated except as he has desig- 
nated it. We do our best to follow this policy rigidly 
and to the fullest extent. 


THE MISSIONS DEPARTMENT has had 
approved a budget of more than $600,000, and it is 
expected that missions money will be appropriated 
according to the specifications in the annual budget 
as directed by the Board. 

There are cases where an individual or church 
sends undesignated money to the Department. Their 
letter may read: “Enclosed is my personal check (or 
a check from a Y.P.E., a Sunday School, a Willing 
Workers’ Band, or a local church) in the amount of 
$500, to be used for the purpose of building a church 
where the need is the greatest.” It was not designated 
as to place, only as to purpose. 

The first thing that we would do is to turn to our 
budget and see if there is a place listed where this 
$500 could be appropriated. We would allocate it thus 
in order not to inflate the budget, because the budget 
makes the $600,000 demand; therefore, we must pro- 
tect it as much as possible. Money used outside the 
budget would naturally cut down our income as far as 
budget demand is concerned; therefore, we must be 
cautious to run as much money as possible through 
the budget. The reader may rest assured that 
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thorough cooperation on the part of the Depart- 
ment, with every donor, will be given and everyone 
will thoroughly understand how each designated dollar 
is spent. 


WHENEVER a special designation is sent 
to us for any purpose, whether it be a love gift to a 
missionary, money to build a church, contributions for 
national evangelists, scholarship students, literature 
for the lost, or any other designation, the donor will 
always receive an official tax-deductible receipt and, 
in most cases, a personal letter over my personal 
signature. This makes two acknowledgments. When 
the money is sent to the missionary, he is given a list 
of the special appropriations for his field. The figures 
in his allotment letter show the amounts of these 
special appropriations, what they are to be used for, 
who they are from, and the address of the persons 
who make the donations with a special line in the 
letter stating, “Kindly acknowledge to the donor, the 
receipt of this money, at your earliest convenience.” 
Therefore, the donor receives a letter from the mis- 
sionary on the field acknowledging the receipt of this 
money. Ordinarily, the missionary sends this office a 
copy of his letter of acknowledgment. In fact, we have 
requested our missionaries to do this so that we 
may have double assurance, yes, even triple assurance, 
that the money has been carried through properly. 
First of all the donor receives a receipt; second he 
receives a letter from our offices; third, he receives a 
letter from the missionary. This makes a complete 
cycle. Our files are open to the Executive Committee, 
members of the Missions Board, and the Supreme 
Council any time they may wish to see them if there 
is any question relative to the foregoing declaration. 
Whenever there are questions in the minds of the 
readers or those whom they may contact relative to 
these items, we certainly invite a full letter of inquiry. 
It will be answered in detail. 


THERE IS SOME DIFFICULTY in the 
matter of donations being processed very slowly at 
times. If Brother Goodheart gives $100 for John Doe, 
the missionary in Australia, and pays it into the local 
church treasury (which is the proper procedure) 
and if he pays it on the seventh day of the month 
his money is held in his own local church treasury 
until the fifth day of the following month when the 
clerk’s report is sent into the state office. If the 
local church treasurer reports late, and does not send 
it until the tenth, then the report from the state 
office to the general headquarters office has already 
been sent. Another delay is effected and Brother 
Goodheart’s donation to Brother Doe stays in the 
State office until the next month. (It is already two 
months late getting to the field!) During this par- 
ticular time of the month when all of the state 
reports are due at the general headquarters office, 
there is a great influx of mail. It cannot be read in 
one day—it takes several days to go through it—so it 
may be ten days or more before the Missions Depart- 
ment gets a report on Brother Goodheart’s $100 
which is to be sent to Australia for John Doe. Con- 
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sequently, nearly three months have rolled by before 
we receive any knowledge of the money. If we receive 
it by the fifteenth or twentieth of the month, we are 
able to send it to the missionary with his allotment 
letter of the twenty-sixth. So, actually, three full 
months have gone by under such conditions. 

This shows the necessity for alertness on the part of 
the local church secretaries and treasurers, and the 
state treasurers in handling these funds. It shows that 
alertness is necessary on the part of the general 
secretary’s office and on the part of the Foreign Mis- 
sions Department because during this period of two or 
three months, the donor, Brother Goodheart, would 
write to Brother Doe and say, “John, I gave you a 
love gift of $100 a few days ago.” John would wait for 
it for a month and it would not arrive. He would 
write to Brother Goodheart and say, “I never received 
the money.” The logical conclusion drawn by Brother 
Goodheart would be his expression of “Well, they just 
haven’t sent it to him, and so it has been absorbed in 
the allotment and he will never get it.” That is the 
reason for some of the misinformation. You may rest 
assured, however, that it will come through and will 
be properly processed in its own due time. 

The general secretary-treasurer, who is custodian 
of all general funds, will tell you that we have gone 
to his office and have asked him many times if monies 
have come in, and he has had to reply, “No, they have 
not come in.” The reason we did that was because 
the donor had written us and said that the money had 
been paid. Even the missionary has written us asking 
what happened to the $100 that was given by Brother 
Goodheart. Sometimes we write the state office, and 
we have at different times written to the local church 
and eventually found the money and cleared it out; 
this type of happening is what gives rise to some of 
the unfounded statements that you may hear occasion- 
ally. I trust I have not tired you with this explanation, 
and if what we have said here is not clearly under- 
standable, please write us and we shall do our best 
to make it as clear as possible. 


IF A LOCAL CHURCH, or any of its 
auxiliaries or an individual member or friend of that 
church sends this Department any money whatsoever, 
the state from which this money comes will always 
receive credit. The money goes through the hands of 
the general secretary-treasurer for deposit, and the 
cash receipts journal shows where the money comes 
from, and the amount. The copy of the cash receipts 
page for every state goes to the respective state over- 
seer monthly, and if he will look into his cash receipts 
journal he will see that his state is given full credit 
with the general secretary-treasurer’s office for every 
penny that comes in from the various sources through- 
out his state. 

It is always understood that it is most advisable 
for the contribution to come through the regular local 
church and state channels. 

We remain at the service of those who may call 
upon us, and trust that these matters may quickly be 
solved for the best interest of our missions endeavor 
and the salvation of souls. 


























Rev. W. E. Johnson, chairman of the Missions Board, made a brief survey of the Alaska territory south of. the Yukon, and attended 
the convention there during the month of August. We share with our readers his report of... 


Warm Spirit in Cold Alaska 


I LEFT Atlanta on Friday, August 2, and 
arrived at Ketchikan, Alaska, on Saturday. I was in 
service with our folk there on Sunday morning. We 
had twenty-nine in Sunday School. Brother and Sister 
Ouzts are a fine young couple and they have worked 
hard, but most of their members have moved away. 
Ketchikan is a lovely little town right on the banks 
of the water. In the area are a nice new spruce mill 
and the great salmon fish industry. 

Brother and Sister Ouzts will be leaving for the 
States this month to complete his education, and 
Brother Eddie Baker, who is working with Ellis Air- 
lines in the personnel office will be taking over the 
work. He will be the only tithe payer left at the 
church and he does not feel that he can fully support 
the work as he has done in the past. He has a 
crippled child and it costs him quite a sum for braces 
and doctor bills. However, he agreed to do his “dead 
level best” with the church work. 

I went to Anchorage where Brother George White 
is the pastor. I was in one service with them. They are 
getting along quite well, and as a vote of their con- 
fidence the people made a unanimous expression of 
their gratitude for their pastor and his wife. Their 
little church is paid for and they are now in the 
process of putting a Sunday School plant in the base- 
ment. The work is being done by free labor. 


THE CONVENTION was held in Palmer 
where Joan Ashby and Duby Boyd are working. The 
girls are doing quite well. At the present time most of 
the male members have moved out in the bush to 


work for the summer, and some of them will be return- 
ing when cold weather sets in. Their church is a long 
way from completion, but it will have the stucco on 
within the next few weeks. This will finish the ex- 
terior, but the interior is strictly a hull. They have the 
problem of purchasing materials for the interior. The 
furnace is the major cost as it takes so much to heat 
buildings in that cold area. In my opinion it is going 
to take several thousand dollars to complete this job, 
but they will have a very beautiful building, and it is 
in one of the nicest locations that I know about in the 
territory. Duby is still working at the printing office 
and is helping support Joan and the church. The girls 
are hard workers. 


We had a very nice convention. The attendance was 
very small, as you can imagine, since it is a thousand 
miles to the Ketchikan church. Only Brother and 
Sister Baker attended from there. The O’Marys came 
down from Fairbanks with two other cars full of 
people. Several attended from Anchorage. All in all we 
had a nice little crowd and we had splendid services. 
Each of the pastors preached during the day services, 
and this was an interest promoter and a unifying 
force. On Saturday night the Spirit of God came down 
and I think every person in the building was either 
weeping, rejoicing or speaking in tongues. We had a 
wonderful time! 


In general, our works are very small and are 
struggling, but we have a foothold, and I trust and 
believe that in the future our works will be much 
stronger than they are today. 


























I must admit, although the task is great and the 
labor long and hard, that I have never been happier 
in the work that God called me to do. Here on the 
field, it is not just another task, but to me it is an 
honor to be one of the servants of the Lord. When I 
lie down to sleep at night it is with a feeling of 
satisfaction, for I know that I am where God wants 
me to be. 

There is not a day that goes by that God does not 
perform a miracle for us. I would like to tell of an 
incident that happened recently. In our house we did 
not have food, or money with which to buy groceries.

In less than ten hours, four different persons came to 
our door and brought food. None of them brought the 
same thing, yet everything they brought was needed. 
In all there was more than forty dollars worth of 
food. At about eleven o’clock p.m. a young serviceman 
knocked on our door and said, “Brother Cagle, here 
is ten dollars; I hate that I had to come so late, but 
God put it on my heart to come and give you this 
money.”

LAST YEAR WE PURCHASED flannel- 
graph material for Haiti, and some of the results have 
been astounding. There was enough material so 
that each student in our Bible school could have a 
set of lessons to use this summer in Daily Vacation 
Bible School work. They were thrilled with it. At the 
Pastoral Conference in April, we arranged dates with 
the district pastors for the schools. Because of the 
economic and political situation in Haiti some dates 
have had to be canceled, but the schools that have 
already been conducted have had wonderful results. 


The D.V.BS. at Petit Goave, that I helped conduct, 
was a glorious week for me. There were three of the 
Bible School students there, too. We had revival ser- 
vices at night during the same week. There had been 
a month of school for workers, and during this, the 
last week, Brother Beaty and Brother Coleman were 
there teaching the eighteen or twenty ministers. The 
two brethren each preached a night during the reviv- 
al. During that week there were around fifty who 
received the baptism of the Hoiy Ghost. Through 
Thursday night there had been thirteen saved, and I 
had to leave the following day, so I don’t know the 
totals for the rest of the week.

Two Catholic girls from Port-au-Prince were spend- 
ing the summer in Petit Goave, with the aunt, the 
pastor’s wife. They wouldn’t even come to church 
until Wednesday night. Thursday night they went to 
the altar and really prayed with big tears running 
down their faces. Until this, Sister Remus had been 
the only person in her whole family who was convert- 
ed. There were a number of Catholic young people that 
came to the D.V.B.S. classes and then would come to 
church at night. A group of boys asked us all kinds 
of questions about the differences in Catholicism and 
Protestantism. Pasteur Remus was here at the capital 
last week and he said that the whole town of Petit 
Goave was stirred, and that it was a revival that 
would continue for two or three years. It was the 
best revival that I have witnessed in Haiti. The same 
group of students is going with me to Cayes soon. 
We plan to have the D.V.B.S. in the mornings, I will 
teach the preachers in the afternoons, and we will 
have revival services at night. I am eagerly looking 
forward to it. 

One of our boys went back into the mountains for 
a series of Daily Vacation Bible Schools. I have had

7 ‘TODAY WE HAVE JOY, enthusiasm, and 


great anticipation because of the great progress that 
has been made since our last newsletter and because 
of the presence of the Holy Trinity in every battle. 
The victories that we are witnessing could only have 
been possible through His omnipotence. With this 
assurance our outlook is filled with enthusiasm and 
anticipation for greater developments in Nigeria! 

We spent five full days during June in Owerri 
Province where we opened a new work two months 
ago. Although it was tiring, we were thrilled to preach 
in five open-air services one day and four the succeed- 
ing days. About seventeen women walked seven miles 
from their village to be in the services. Every village 
welcomed us with ardent interest and many accepted 
the invitation to receive Christ as their Saviour. Had 
it not been for the Land Rover, with the four-wheel 
drive, we would have been unable to travel those roads 
at all. After the morning service, we walked three miles 
to preach in one village, singing all the way; we 
preached twice again to other groups, and then re- 
turned singing through Uzuakoli where we had the 
fourth and fifth services. 

In one village the hungry natives overflowed the 
small building, filled the door and windows to hear 
the gospel. During this service approximately thirty 
people testified by uplifted hands to have accepted 
Christ as their Saviour. Many were healed when 
prayed for and they seemed keenly aware of the 
presence of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


BLIND HEALED 


Before leaving this area, we returned again for 
another service at this same village. We were asked 
to pray for a man who was totally blind. After prayer, 
the man was able to see light and detected our hand 
in front of him. We gave thanks to God for this heal- 
ing and left them very happy. At the entrance of 
their village there is a large ju-ju idol and all of 
his paraphernalia enclosed in a special house built 
for it. We are expecting to see this god destroyed soon, 
with Christ being enthroned upon the hearts of the 
people. 


NEW CHURCH 


We had a five-day meeting in Calabar Township, 
the provincial headquarters. Three nights we preached 
in open-air style. There were over one hundred who 
accepted Christ and many witnessed about their being 
healed in body. We had been visiting several times 
before this meeting and had a young trained student 
to work with them in organizing a church. Therefore, 
we were able to set a church in order with seventeen 
members. We give God the praise for this church for 
it is especially important to us, because it is our 
first established work in a large town. But this is

only the beginning of what we are expecting to do by 
the wonderful guidance of the Holy Spirit. 


EVANGELISM 


During our regular monthly minister’s meeting, we 
encouraged all preachers to endeavor to win one 
thousand souls for Christ during June. We outlined a 
program for each district to plan an open-air revival 
service. As we completed our month’s report, we found 
that there were 602 reported saved for June. Praise the 
Lord; this far surpasses all other reports for any 
single month! 


We have some very sincere ministers who are en- 
deavoring to see souls saved, sanctified, and filled 
with the Holy Ghost. The total membership of our 
churches reached an all-time high figure of 2,791. 
This speaks well for our faithful workers and their 
efforts.

PROBLEMS VERSUS CONQUEST 


As in life, especially in this warfare against Satan, 
there are a few churches who desire to leave us be- 
cause of some deceitful leader’s influence.

History of a Vew 2 


FOR MANY YEARS WE HAVE had a 
church outside of town where both English and 
Spanish services are held, but since there is the in- 
convenience of travel by foot or bicycle, the people in 
town were not being reached. Brother Vessie Har- 
grave and Brother J. H. Walker, Jr., realized the po- 
tential in the city of Limon and so we were sent to 
Costa Rica after “filling in” for Brother and Sister 
Skaggs for seven enjoyable months in Honduras. 


In January after several weeks of getting settled 
and arranging for benches, pulpit, and typed up song- 
books, we began holding services in our home. We 
were so proud of the nice little number (ten to fifteen 
people). Then Brother Noel DeSouza, our missionary 
from San Jose, brought an evangelist from Arizona 
and conducted a wonderful revival for two weeks dur- 
ing the month of March. More than 500 persons ac- 
cepted Christ. Encouraged by the evangelist to con- 
tinue services in the same building (an old dance hall) 
we were sure of the Lord’s leading when after talking 
to the owner he offered it to us for a very reasonable 
amount of rent. 


Now — in June — we are having an attendance of 
150 to 200 every Sunday night. We see new converts 
cry out to God, even though at first they were shy 
about prayer. We have two services on week nights, 
and Y.P.E. at six o’clock before the regular Sunday 
night service. We have just completed a worker’s 
training course and plan to begin our Sunday School 
in a few weeks. We are having weekly Bible study for 
the teachers, since many of our teachers are new con- 
verts and need more knowledge of the Bible. 

We certainly appreciate the three months’ supply of 
literature the Publishing House sent us free of charge. 
In the past few weeks we have received boxes and 
boxes of Lighted Pathways and Evangels from dif- 
ferent churches. It would thrill your heart to see the 
people gather around to get some of these papers. They 
love them. 


We are proud and thankful to God for this group of 
people, and I believe they are just as proud of the mis- 
sion and the doctrine we uphold. We are all eager to 
get a church building of our own. We have a Willing 
Workers’ Band and these women are truly “willing 
workers.” We had a benefit supper and raised $80 
clear. Even though the ladies had cooked all day, and 
were up until after eleven o’clock selling rice, chicken, 
spaghetti, soup, ice cream, cake, etc., they said they 
were ready to do it again next month! In the mean- 
time we are selling refreshments after the service on 
Thursday, and the women are sewing things to sell. 
All the tithes are also being used for the building 
fund. 

We are certainly enjoying our work and we desire 
your prayers. If there is someone interested in helping 
a particular missions work, we would like for them to 
consider this needy field.

On July 28 the third Church of God was organized 
in Colombia in less than a year. We organized the 
church in Villavicencio with some twenty adult mem- 
bers. The congregation numbers between seventy-five 
and one hundred. Most of them are staunch believers 
as they have had to suffer terrible persecution for 
their faith. I am expecting this church to double in size 
within the next few months. Already they have out- 
grown the small place of worship. My heart aches 
for them in their need for a suitable building, but I 
have no way of helping them as I am already over 
my head in commitments for other places. If only the 
Lord would move on somebody’s heart to help these 
precious people have a place to worship, what a bless- 
ing it would be. 

There is still a great deal of persecution here. As 
recently as the middle of July some of the Christians 


in these congregations had their homes dynamited and | 


were otherwise persecuted. In spite of the physical 
and material hardships their faith is not weakened 
in the least. 

In our services in Tocaima this week we received 
quite a large offering, in the way of stones raining 
down on the tin roof, while we were having service. 
We usually can hear one or two hit the building during 
a meeting, but this time the enemy did not spare him- 
self. Providentially, the only stones that came inside 
fell in the patio and no one was hurt. 

Remember us in your prayers. We are asking God 
to give us strength to do everything humanly possible 
in the seven months remaining for us to stay here.

Good News Bearer 


“It would be one of the greatest things that has 
happened to our work in the Philippines!” These are 
the words of Brother James Reesor, our missionary 
there. He had preceded that statement with: “If one 
of the ‘A’ states would receive a vision to build a 
memorial church in Manila and support a missionary 
couple here .. .” The article follows. 

Manila is one of the large centers of the East, in 
addition to being the center of the Philippines. A pro- 
gressive church, under American leadership, will really 
grow in this city. I become very anxious at times to 
open a work, but it is not advisable to try until such 
a time as I have a strong man to take charge. 

The snapshot is of our chapel and girls’ dormitory, 
(which was provided by the youth of the State of 
Florida, under the direction of Rev. Homer J. Boatman, 
Jr.) with the senior class in the foreground. We now 
have forty-six students enrolled and they are a splen- 
did group of young people, some of them of whom will 
be outstanding preachers in the years to come. It would 
mean much to our school if another state Y.P.E 
would conceive the idea of providing funds for a large 
dormitory for boys. Their dorm is already too small 
and is pitifully inadequate. If the school continues to 
progress, it is quite necessary that we begin to make 
plans for a more suitable building for the boys. We will 
dress up the old buildings and use them for married 
couples as the school grows, because some young 
married couples are already expressing their desire to 
enroll. We had hoped to paint our buildings this 
year, but we now feel that other things are more 
essential, as it will cost about $500 for two coats on all 
three buildings. 

We appreciate, so very much, the money that has 
already been sent for our scholarship students. We 
feel confident that our Lord will continue to meet 
this need, because we felt that it was His will for us 
to accept them. We are not giving the money to them 
out and out, but we give them work to do in return. 
They are planting gardens and trees, building some 
more fences, caring for the rice crop, and numerous 
other things. It would do your heart good to see those 
“kids” when they are organized and in action. I love 
to go out to the school and personally supervise some 
of our minor projects. When we built the new building 
I supervised the laying of the foundation and assisted 
with the work. The boys liked that. 

Florentino Cortez is leaving for Mindanao this week, 
and we have both spent quite a bit of time in prepara-

tion for the opening of our school at Salunayan, 


To keep you up to date with the Filipino work, we 
now have thirty-one organized churches. Our goal for 
the coming year is fourteen more, which will make 
a total of forty-five, and nearly that many outstations.

The attendance since 
the camp has had a marked improvement and there 
is a wonderful spirit among the people. I do believe 
the Lord is going to bless in an even greater way, and 
I want to thank all those who have been praying for 
us.

I start language study at the beginning of Septem- 
ber. Sometimes I am teased by my American friends 
here. They say they cannot understand my English 
style English. (Not only do I have to learn Japanese, 
but American as well!) The contrast is amusing in my 
Bible class, for about six young Japanese students 
who come to the house to learn English. When I can- 
not make myself understood I tell them the same word 
with an American accent and they understand, then 
they laugh and tell me that their English teacher at 
school is an American. However, though sometimes 
hilarious, the class is a great blessing because as yet 
they cannot speak English well, and this helps my 
Japanese too, in trying to explain in Japanese. 

The Lord is certainly blessing and we missionaries in 
Japan are looking to Him for great things. How grate- 
ful we are for your prayers and the prayers of those 
in South Africa. I was greatly encouraged to learn 
from my mother that the slides and tape recording 
that I had sent home for the purpose of increasing 
the people’s vision for Japan and calling them to 
prayer on our behalf, has been shown not only in our 
churches, but also in about nine others so far and still 
they are calling to get her to show them in other 
places. Praise the Lord! Only since I have been here 
have I realized fully just how much we need real 
fervent prayer from the home front.

About three weeks ago I made a trip to 
Holland. There I preached in Amsterdam, Rotterdam, 
Utrecht and a small place along the “Old Rhine” river. 
We had wonderful meetings. In the small place we 
had forty people attending, but in all the others we 
had between 250 and 500 people. God wonderfully 
blessed in the meeting in Amsterdam, giving thirty 
persons the baptism with the Holy Ghost, with the 
evidence of speaking in other tongues. Never in my 
ministry have I experienced such a miracle. These 
people, in contrast with other Pentecostal groups 
throughout Europe, do really have spiritual life. They 
rejoice in the Lord, clap and raise their hands in 
praise to God as no other group that I have met over 
there. 

The leader and pioneer of this four-year-old work 
is a man named Karel. Hoekendijk. God is with him. 
The people suffer much persecution. What appealed 
to me about them was, that while we cannot get any 
outsiders into our churches, their congregations were 
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Light.” In this service we had two messages. I spoke 
on the subject “The Purpose of His Coming,” and 
following that, the Reverend L. E. Painter, Overseer 
of Kansas, gave a short message; then the missionary 
offering was received. I have never witnessed such a 
wonderful spirit of giving as those people had in their 
service. I saw at least two of the ministers give every 
penny that they had, but as they left the tabernacle 
(with empty pockets) there was a song of joy in their 
hearts that they were helping to send the message of 
Jesus to those in the regions beyond who have never 
heard His name. 


Our last missions service was in Kansas, the “Wheat 
State,” with Brother L. E. Painter. This was my third 
time to attend the camp meeting in Kansas, so I am 
well-acquainted with many of the precious people 
there. 

The missions service was on Sunday morning and 
the attendance was really good. Sister L. J. Rollins 
from the Augusta church turned in $150 that she and 
the Junior Y.P.E. had raised for missionary work. The 
floor offering was excellent. May God bless the good 
people of Kansas as they continue to work for the 
cause of missions. 

Thus ended our missionary services in the West. 

I returned to Cleveland to see my wife and son and 
the calendar showed that I had been gone for thirty 
days!

The women desired to give the am- 
bassador a letter, but the army and 
police tried to keep them from ap- 
proaching him. The army turned 
the water hose on them and beat 
them with long sticks, sending. some 
to the hospital and arresting others. 
The next day it was reported that 
100,000 people attended the funeral 
of the two young men. The ambas- 
sador went to the cemetery to place 
a wreath upon the tomb of the 
patriarch Marti. He was very much 
impressed, and was in sympathy 
with the people. Six bridges were 
blown up and much property was 
damaged ‘the next day. 

From one day to the next, the 
ministers of the gospel do not know 
what they will have to face to keep 
the church going. They need your 
prayers that our work may continue 
to grow in this war-torn country 
of Cuba.

The reader 
may be wondering why we do not 
have more students. Our present 
facilities do not afford adequate 
space, but we shall begin construct- 
ing our educational plant this sum- 
mer and soon we can accommodate 
the youth that desire to study God’s 
Word. We do thank and praise Him 
for the way that He has blessed us 
this year. Our graduation service 
was a tremendous success. We were 
privileged to have our body of 
workers present at the service. The 
church was packed, and people 
stood all around the building. It 
was a success in every sense of the 
word. 

We also wish to express our sin- 
cere gratitude to the Missions Board 
for their splendid cooperation and 
also to our wonderful friends at 
home who have stood behind us so 
faithfully in these six years on the 
field.

During the past year there have been 480 saved, 
208 sanctified, 166 received the Holy Ghost, and 159 
added to the Church; ten new churches, 30 Y.P.E.’s, 
and 13 new Sunday Schools. We had a good school with 
112 enrolled, but there is one problem that the school 
did not solve, and that is our workers on the other 
end of the island who could not get here every night. 
We are making plans to take some of the school to 
them. In the next two weeks and for the four dis- 
tricts of the island we will have eleven Sunday School 
and Y.P.E. workers’ conferences. Their lecture courses 
will include the Sunday School, the teacher, the pupil, 
and a systematic Bible study. We will devote some 
time to question and answer periods, and discuss the 
particular local problems. 

We came to Barbados a year ago in August, and we 
are all well and happy in the work of the Lord. God 
is richly blessing our efforts beyond what we expected.
